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CONSTITUTION OF THE CONVENTION. 


Article I. The name of this body shall be The Connecticut Baptist 
Convention. 

Article II. The object of this Convention shall be to promote the preach- 
ing of the Gospel, and the organization and maintenance of Baptist churches 
and Sunday-schools in the State of Connecticut. 

Article III. This Convention shall consist of delegates from the Baptist 
churches in Connecticut, of the same faith and order as the present associ- 
ated Baptist churches. Each of such churches as shall have contributed to 
the funds of the Convention during the year last preceding the annual meet- 
ing, may be represented by its pastor and one delegate for every one hundred, 
and fraction of one hundred resident members ; provided that no church shall 
be entitled to more than five delegates besides its pastor. Every church hav- 
ing one or more schools connected therewith may elect and send an additional 
delegate to represent each such school. 

Article IV. The officers of the Convention shall be a President, Vice- 
President, Secretary, Treasurer, and Auditor ; all of whom shall be elected 
annually by ballot, and whose duties shall be specified in by-laws adopted by 
the Convention. 

Article V. There shall be a Board of Trustees, not exceeding thirty- 
three (33) in number, one-third of whom, after the first election, shall be 
chosen annually by ballot. At the first election they shall be chosen in 
classes of one, two, and three years. At least one-third of the trustees shall 
be laymen. The Trustees, together with the officers of the Convention, shall 
constitute a Board of Management, in which shall be vested all the privileges, 
and authority of the Convention when the Convention is not in session. The 
duties of the Board of Trustees shall be specified in by-laws adopted by the 
Convention. 

Article VI. This Constitution may be altered or amended by a two- 
thirds vote of all the delegates present at any annual meeting, after one 
year’s previous notice. 


BY-LAWS FOR GOVERNMENT OP THE MEETINGS OP THE 

CONVENTION. 

1. The Convention shall meet on Tuesday preceding the third Wednesday 
in October, at 10 o’clock a. m. , and the morning shall be devoted to the 
transaction of business in the following order: 

1. Calling to order. 

2. Reading of the Scriptures and Prayer. 
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3. Address of the President. 

4. Calling Roll of Delegates. 

5. Report of Trustees. 

6. Report of Treasurer. 

7. Election of Officers. 

Tuesday afternoon and evening shall be devoted to the mission work of 
the Convention. Reports shall be beard from the Superintendent of Mis- 
sions, from the Committee on the State of the Churches, and from the Com- 
mittee on Sunday-schools, together with addresses upon these interests. The 
annual sermon, if any be provided, shall be preached at such hour as com- 
mittee of arrangements shall decide. Wednesday morning, the Connecticut 
Baptist Education Society will hold its annual session. Wednesday after- 
■noon shall be devoted to reports of committees and to miscellaneous business. 

2. The President shall appoint all committees unless otherwise ordered. 
Standing Committees shall be appointed as follows: (1) On arrangements for 
next year. (2) On Sunday-schools. (3) On Obituaries. (4) On New 
•Churches. (5) On Temperance. (6) On State of the Churches. (7) On 
Home and Foreign Mission Work ; and such other committees as may be 
deemed necessary or expedient. 

3. The Committee of Arrangements shall endeavor to provide that the 
meetings of the Women’s Missionary Societies may not be held during the 
hours the Convention is in session. The annual reports of their meetings 
may be read in open meetings of the Convention, and by the vote of the 
■Convention, may be spread upon the minutes. 

4. No objects other than those provided for by the Constitution shall be 
presented at the annual meeting, unless by the unanimous consent of the 
Convention. 

5. The proceedings of the Convention shall be regulated by the ordinary 
rules governing deliberative assemblies. 

6. The minutes shall be read and approved before the adjournment of 
the Convention. 

BY-LAWS OP THE BOARD OP TRUSTEES. 

1. The Board of Trustees shall hold three meetings during the year, one 
immediately after the session of the Convention, one in the month of April, 
and one on the day preceding the next meeting of the Convention. Other 
meetings may be called by the Secretary at the request of the President, or 
five members of the Board. 

2. The President of the Convention shall preside at all meetings of the 
Board, in his absence the Vice-President shall preside, in the absence of both 
President and Vice-President the Board shall choose a President 'pro tern. 
The Secretary shall be ex offioio secretary of the Board. 

3. At the first meeting of the Bwd, each year, it shall elect, from its 
members, an Executive Committee of fifteen (15) including the President, 
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Vice-President, Treasurer, Secretary, and Auditor. It shall also appoint a 
Finance Committee of three. It may appoint other committees as deemed 
expedient. 

4. At the semi-annual meeting of the Board, in April, the Board of 
Trustees shall appoint a Superintendent of Missions, who shall have the- 
general oversight of the work of the Convention under the direction of the 
board or of its Executive Committee. The salary of the Superintendent 
shall be fixed by the Board, and his year of service shall be from the time 
of his appointment till the next subsequent April, or semi-annual meeting. 

5. The Board may, at any of its regular meetings, appoint such mis- 
sionary or missionaries, for evangelistic work within the State, and for such 
terms of service, as it may deem expedient. 

6. The Board shall have powder to provide means for raising funds for 
the Convention ; also to dispose of said funds according to the provisions of 
the charter and the Constitution. 

7. The Board of Trustees, immediately after the adjournment of the 
Convention, shall, through its Secretary, send to each church and pastor in 
the State a printed circular setting forth the number of missionaries appointed 
by the Convention, the amount of money required to meet the yearly expendi- 
ture, together with the approximate amount each chui’ch should contribute. 

8. All appropriations in aid of churches, and for payment of mission- 
aries shall be made by the Board in accordance with the regulations laid 
down in the by-law^s. 

9. The Board shall make report of all its transactions to the Convention, 
■at its annual meeting. 

THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE. 

1. The Executive Committee shall meet at least four times during the 
year, in the months of October, January, April, and July, and at any other 
time at the call of the President and Secretary. They shall consider and 
report upon all applications for aid. When the Board is not in session its 
authority shall vest in the Executive Committee, but no contract or agree- 
ment made by the Executive Committee shall remain in force beyond the 
time of the next ensuing meeting of the Board of Trustees unless approved 
by the Board, except in such cases as have been referred to the Executive 
Committee for final action. 

3. The Executive Committee shall make full report of all its transactions 
to the next ensuing meeting of the Board of Trustees. 

DUTIES OF OFFICERS AND FINANCE COMMITTEE. 

1. The President shall preside at all meetings of the Convention, of the 
Board of Trustees, and of the Excecutive Committee. 

3. The Vice-President shall perform the duties of the president during 
his absence. 
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3. The Treasurer shall have charge of the funds of the Convention. 
He shall be the custodian of the securities of the Convention, and shall 
keep a careful record of ail permanent, conditional, and special trust 
funds, with a brief statement of the conditions under which they are held 
and the particulars concerning their investment. He shall keep each class 
of funds separate and distinct from every other, and from the several 
funds of the Convention. He shall prepare a monthly statment of the 
condition of the treasury and submit the same to the Executive Committee 
through the Secretary. He shall execute all financial documents, and 
when necessary, affix thereto the seal of the Convention unless the Board 
of Trustees shall otherwise specifically direct. He shall make payments 
out of the treasury only upon the written order of the Secretary. "Whenever 
required by the Executive Committee he shall give bonds to such an amount 
as they may direct. 

4. The Secretary shall keep a faithful record of all the meetings of the 
Convention, of the Board of Trustees, and of the Executive Committees. 
He shall furnish for publication in the Ghristain Secretary brief reports of all 
important transactions in their meetings, as far as the interest of the Con- 
vention will admit. The quarterly reports of the churches aided by the 
Convention, and of the missionaries employed shall be made to the Board 
through him, and he shall prepare, for each meeting of the Board and of its 
Executive Committee, a statement of the business which needs to be brought 
before it. He shall draw orders on the treasury only as authorized by the 
Board of Trustees or its Executive Committee. 

5. The Auditor shall audit the accounts of the Treasurer and make a re- 
port thereof to the Convention once a year, and each quarter if required by 
the Board. 

6. The Finance Committee shall have charge of, and approve by their sig- 
nature, the investment of all the trust funds of the Convention subject to the 
approval of the Executive Committee. They may require of the Treasurer, 
statements of all transactions relating to trust funds, and of current re- 
ceipts and expenditures whenever they deem it necessary. They may au- 
thorize the temporary transfer by the Treasurer of the funds of the Conven- 
tion from one class to another whenever they may deem it necessary. They 
may, with the Secretary, direct the payment of amounts, not exceeding fifty 
dollars, in exigencies that cannot await the action of the Board of Trustees 
or of its Executive Committee. Under no circumstances shall any of the 
funds of the Convention be loaned to any officer, legal advisor, or member of 
the Executive Committee, or to any corporation or business enterprise in 
which any of them is personally interested. 

EXILES TO GOVKEN APPEOPEIATIONS. 

1. All churches assisted by the Convention shall make their quarterly re- 
ports to the Board through the Secretary. All appropriations to churches 
shall be made quarterly, and no application for aid will be considered until 
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the report of the church has been received. Quarterly reports must be sent 
in during the first weeks in October, January, April, and July. 

2. Appropriations will be made to churches only when such churches 

have settled pastors, and when they shall have made, within the year preced- 
ing, contributions for at least three objects of benevolence, including the ( 

Domestic Mission work of the Connecticut Baptist Convention. 

3. No appropriations shall be made to any church, when in the judgment 
of the Executive Committee the pastor of the church is not considered worthy 

of such aid. It is therefore recommended that any church, without a pastor, * 

applying for aid, shall confer with the Superintendent of Missions, or the 
Executive Committee before the choice and settlement of a pastor. 

4. No appropriation shall be recommended, or be made toward the erection 
of any house of worship until the approval of the plan by the Executive Com- 
mittee shall have been secured ; and in all cases where such appropriations 
amount to $500 or more, the church or society so aided, shall execute to the 
Convention a deed of trust of the property, which shall be held by the Con- 
vention until such time as the Board of Trustees shall deem it expedient to 
reconvey the property. 

THE SUPERINTENDENT OF MISSIONS. 

The Superintendent of Missions shall have the general oversight and care 
of the entire work of the Convention under the direction of the Executive 
Committee. He shall visit the churches aided by the Convention as fre- 
quently as may be, consistently with his other duties. He shall investigate 
any new enterprises that should be brought to the attention of the Board and 
report the same. He shall, as opportunity may offer, present the claims of 
the Convention before the churches and receive subscriptions and collections 
for the Convention. He shall be present at all meetings of the Board, and 
of the Executive Committee, to counsel and advice in all their actions, but 
shall have no vote. He shall advise the churches aided by the Convention on 
all matters, in which his advice is asked, but he shall not pledge the Con- 
vention to any pecuniary aid except as authorized in each case by the Board 
of Trustees or by its Executive Committee. 

AMENDMENTS. 

These By-Laws, except such as refer to the duties of the Treasurer and of 
the Finance Committee, may be changed or additions made thereto at any 
meeting of the Board of Trustees or by a majority vote. 

Such of these By-Laws as refer to the duties of the Treasurer and of the ^ 

Finance Committee shall be of equal binding force with the provisions of the 
Constitution, and can be changed only by a two-thirds vote of all the mem- 
bers present at the annual meeting of the Convention, and after one year’s , 

notice. 
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GENEEAL EESOLIJTION. 

All resolutions, or parts of the same, heretofore adopted by the Convention, 
Board of Trustees, or Executive Committee ■which are inconsistent with the 
provisions of this Constitution and By-Laws are hereby repealed. 

CHDEOHES OONTEIBUTING. 

All churches sending delegates to the Convention are bound, by their obliga- 
tions to God and their brethren, to make annual contribution to its Treasury, 
and none, large or small, ought, in any case, to fail in this important duty. 
They are requested to be very particular and exact in their appointment of 
delegates and designation of funds, and see that these funds are placed in the 
Treasury, and published in the Minutes of the Convention, 

t 

APPEOPEIATIONS. 

Quarterly reports of their condition, financial and religious, ought to be 
made to the Secretary of the Convention, by the pastors and clerks of all 
•churches aided. 

Applications for aid must be made by the formal action of the church 
seeking it, signed by the clerk or pastor, with a plain statement of their con- 
dition and wants, to be submitted to the Board. 

. Appropriations shall be withheld from churches which neglect to make 
contributions to the four following objects: State Missions, the Education 
Society, Foreign Missions and Home Missions ; and the evidence of such 
contributions shall be the books and reports of the Treasurers. 

No moneys ought to be credited to Domestic or State Missions which were 
not placed in the Treasury of the Convention for that purpose. 

II^”A11 statistics respecting members and finances ought to be precise and 
accurate. 


LEGACIES. 

Foem of a Legacy. — I also give and bequeath to The Conneotioht 
Baptist Convention dollars, land, houses, or other property, 

for the purpose of the Convention, as specified in the act of incorporation. 
And I hereby direct my executor or executors to pay said sum to the Treas- 
urer of said Convention, taking his receipt for it, wfithin 
months after my decease. [If real estate is devised, describe the premises 
with exactness— both lots and buildings.] 

Foe the Building Fund. —I give and devise to The Connecticut Bap- 
tist Convention, money, lands, houses, bonds— as the case may be —for the 
Building Fund, to aid in procuring or paying for suitable Houses of Worship 
for Mission Churches. 

A similar form will answer for The Connecticut Baptist Education 
Society. Only be careful to specify the name. 


SIXTY-SIXTH ANNUAL SESSION 


OF THE 

CONNECTICUT BAPTIST CONVENTION. 


PUTNAAI, COJSTN., Oct. 15, 1889. 

The sixty-sixth Annual Meeting of the Connecticut Baptist 
Convention was held in the meeting-house of the Baptist church, 
Putnam, on the above date; President Francis Wayland in the 
chair. 

Pastor E. Dewhnrst, of VolnntoAvn, led the Convention in 
prayer. 

Pastor J. R. Stubbert spoke words of welcome. 

He welcomed the brethren to a church, which is itself a child of the Con- 
vention — a church which had been served by a noble succession of Pastors — 
not all of these had been educated in colleges and theological seminaries, but 
they had all been scholars in the school of Christ, and had been apt to teach 
others. The first of these. Elder Darrow, still lingers this side of Heaven. 
Pastor Stubbert paid a glowing tribute to Pastors Willet, Walker and Bron- 
son; during the ministry of the last of whom the present House of Worship 
was built. Such men as these, and those in the church whom they instructed 
would salt any community. He gave a cordial welcome to the homes, and 
hospitality of Putnam, and closed by saying; “You may not fare as sumptu- 
ousl}'' with us, as some of you do in your own homes ; but if you have a 
thankful heart, you will find it good enough ; and if you have not, it will be 
better than you deserve.” 

President Wayland then replied to the welcome, accepting, 
on behalf of the Convention, the free tender of liospitality. 

He was inclined to think Putnam exceptionally well situated. It should 
partake of the alleged culture of Massachusetts ; it should be inspired by that 
love of liberty for which Rhode Island was noted ; and it certainly should par- 
ticipate in the thrift and industry which characterize Connecticut. As for 
the address which the program called for he would say he had made that to 
the Board. He asked the brethren to remember that this is the State Con- 
vention. It is not the minister’s conference, nor the Education Society ^ 
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neither is it the Home Mission or the Foreign Mission Society ; and yet it is- 
both of these. That it is Home Mission, and, to us, the most important 
field of Home Missions, goes without saying. That it is Foreign Mission is 
sufficiently shown by the increasing immigration of Germans, Swedes, French, 
and Italians; for some of these nationalities, that are rapidly filling up New 
England, we are doing a little, but only a little, of all that ought to be done. 
This work, in our own State should have the first claim, of all claims. We- 
must increase our benevolence to the point of sacrifice, if need be. The only 
ones among us who have practiced self-denial are the poorly-paid pastors of 
our feeble churches.” 

The Committee oe Areangements made a report of the 
order of services, which was adopted, and followed through the 
sessions of the Convention, with only slight modifications. 

The President then announced the several committees to 
report at the present session. 

Committee on Arrangements for this Sessioji — Pastor J. K.

The report of the Board was presented by the Secretary, with- 
out reading, and some remarks were made by him calling atten- 
tion to a few special points. The report was accepted — as 
follows : 
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EEPORT OF THE BOARD 

OF THE 

Connecticut Baptist Convention. 


Hear Brethren: 

We beg leave to submit to you the following report: 

There have been three meetings of the full Board, and two of the Execu- 
tive Committee, during the year now closing. Besides the customary 
•appropriations to the churches, a full account of which may be found in the 
accompanying table, the following are the principal subjects which have 
occupied our attention : 

WINSTED. A committee, consisting of Hon. James L. tioward. Rev. C. 
A. Piddock and P. S. Evans, had been appointed last 5 mar to consider the 
expediencj^ of buying a lot and building a chapel in Winsted. This Com- 
mittee reported to the Executive Committee at its meeting on October 29th, 
1888. After a full discussion the Committee was continued, and instructed 
and empowered to purchase a lot in behalf of the Convention. A further 
report was made by this Committee to the Board at their meeting January 
14th, 1889. Mr. M. N. Griswold of Winsted, offered $1,000 towards the 
purchase of a property, which was fully described to the Board. Mr. Gris- 
wold was added to the Committee and they were again empowered to purchase 
the property, and to build a chapel thereon. Ihe rear lot has been purchased 
nt the price of $1,600, and the Committee has executed a bond for the pur- 
chase of the remaining portion of the lot and a house thereon. The chapel 
is now in process of construction at a cost of $5,000, and it is expected to be 
■finished about the last of November. No services have yet been held in 
Winsted as it was lound impossible to secure a suitable place. Your Board 
would much have preferred purchasing only the chapel lot, since the necessity 
for erecting a large church building on the front lot is contingent and must be 
distant. But it is an advantage to have the control of the front, and it is 
hoped that it may be sold, if it appears best to sell it, at no pecuniary loss. To 
provide for the purchase of this lot and the erection of a chapel, the Treasurer 
was authorized to appropriate the full amount of the Lucinda Newton bequest, 
amounting to $1,736.61, and also as much of the proceeds of the Illinois 
farm as might be needed. 
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GERMAN MISSION CHURCHES. 

The Bridgeport Mission, under the charge of Rev. Mr. Ritzmann, 
has, within the year, been formed into an independent church. The Board 
last year encouraged Mr. Ritzmann to enter upon the enterprise of purchasing 
a lot for the erection of a chapel. He has prosecuted the work with zeal, and 
has met a lai'ge measure of success, having collected within the State $3, 108.92, 
of which 11,270.83 was given by the churches and friends in Bridgeport. A 
full list of the subscriptions towards this fund will be printed in the Conven- 
tion Minutes. The first lot purchased has been found too small for their 
purpose, but has been sold without loss, and a better lot has been secured at 
a less price. The little band of brethren, although put to a great disadvan- 
tage, have worked faithfully. Wheu they are put in possession of a suitable 
chapel there is little doubt, but that with the blessing of God, a strong church 
may be built up in Bridgeport. 

The German Mission in Waterbary, C. A. Daniel, Pastor, has 
done efficient work the past year. There is no place in the Stiite where there 
is a more favorable opportunity for work among the Germans, as there is no 
other German Protestant Church in the city. There is urgent need for a 
chapel, for the proper prosecution of their work. Unless steps are imme- 
diately taken to secure one, we may expect some other denomination will 
step in. Your Board feels that this is one of the first enterprises to which 
the Convention should set its hand, but they do not deem it expedient to send 
these brethren through the State to plead their own cause. Money for this 
and other like enterprises should be furnished from the general funds of the 
Convention. 

The Germau Church in IVevv Britain, J. Jaeger, Pastor, has 
made commendable progress. The Church in Meriden under the lead of 
the new Pastor, Henry Bens, seems to be recovering from its former divisions, 
and is enjoying a good degree of harmony. The Mission in Seymour has 
been continued under the care of Rev. C. A. Daniel, and at no additional 
expense to the Convention. But there, as in Waterbury, a chapel is greatly 
needed. It would be possible, perhaps, if such a chapel could be built, to 
organize also an English preaching service, in connection with it, as there are 
quite a number of Baptists in Seymour, and a sufficient opening in that grow- 
ing town to plant a new church. 


SWEDISH CHURCHES. 

The condition of the three Swedish Churches that have been receiving aid 
is not materially changed. The church in Bridg-eport seemed to be doing 
well under the leadership of Rev. Nils Ek. But the brethren finding it hard 
to pay his salary, and having in the church two or three licensed preachers, 
dismissed the Pastor at the close of his year, and are maintaining their services 
among then: selves. They have a heavy debt on their chapel that they do not 
seem able to remove, or to lessen much. The church in New Haven,, 
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since Bro. Kosenholm assumed the pastorate, has increased in numbers and 

influence. Tlie chapel in which they worship is not really suitable to their 

purpose, and they are very anxious to buy a lot and build. This should be 

the first Swedish Church to be helped to a desirable and permanent church , 

home. The church in New Britain has again changed pastors. Rev. P. 

Eljenholm having recently been called. More stability in this relation is 

greatly to be desired, yet perhaps can hardly be expected until the churches 

themselves are put on a more permanent basis. The Swedish Church in « 

Mei'iclen is reported as greatly prospering. It receives no aid from the 

Convention, but the First and the Main Street Churches contribute liberally 

towards its support. .There is also a church in Hartford which has a 

promise of efficiency, and which will probably look to the Convention for aid. 

If it does not it wull only be because the other churches in Hartford aid it, by 
so much lessening their contributions to the Convention. To give unity and 
effectiveness to the work among our foreign born, it seems in the highest 
degree advisable that all help to all these churches should be given through 
the Convention. There are other congregations of Swedes not yet gathered ■ 
into church organizations. 

The Swedes who are coming into our State in large numbers, present a 
very hopeful field for our labor. That they are inclined to accept our Bap- 
tist doctrine and polity is evident from the large increase among the Baptists « 

in Sweden. In a recent article by Dr. Nordell, in the Examiner, there is a 
very interesting account of the rapid growth of Baptist churches in Sweden. 

Dr. Nordell spent several weeks in Stockholm, and writes from personal 

obsei’vation. He tells us there are 497 churches and 32,305 members in # 

Sweden, besides Educational institutions. We find some Baptist members 

and ministers among the Swedish immigrants, but they are poor and need a 

good deal of help in maintaining pastors and building chapels. After the 

honorable part the American Baptist Missionary Union has taken in promoting 

this reform in Sweden, we Baptists of Connecticut cannot turn our backs 

upon these struggling brethren at our own door. 

Your Board, while recognizing the present necessity for sustaining these 
German and Swedish churches, wouid regard with solicitude the perpetuation 
of them. The outcome of their efforts should be the gradual extinction of all 
that is distinctively foreign, and the change of these churches into English 
speaking churches. If the Convention fosters these enterprises liberally, and 
retains partial control of the properties, it will be easier to bring these desirable 
results to pass.

OTHER CHURCHES AND MISSIONS. 

Memorial Cluircli, Hartford. No work which the Convention has 
undertaken the last few years has yielded so quick, and so large returns as ^ 

the purchase of the Memorial Church property. It relieved the brethren 
from uncertainty. It proved to them that they had the sympathy of the 
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denomination in the City and throughout the State. It was a special and 
remarkable Providence which gave to them at this particular juncture of 
their history the wise, industrious, persevering pastor that Rev. H. M. 
Thompson has proved himself to be. In less than two years, in addition to 
paying all the current expenses, they have raised $1,500 towards the debt, 
and spent f 1,200 in renewing and refurnishing their chapel. The greater 
part of this has been given by themselves, but Mrs. Muusell and Mr. J. L. 
Howard were liberal helpers. The congregations are steadily increasing. 
The spiritual condition of the Churcli is all that could be desired. The 
interest in the meetings has been quiet and steady. In the 14 months of 
Brother Thompson’s pastorate the increase by baptism and letter has been 30. 

Your Board is of the opinion that this self-denying church should be 
relieved from the burden of this debt, or at least a part of it. Beyond 
assuming the responsibility of the debt, the Convention has not actually been 
pledged to the payment of a dollar. We would recommend that at least all 
interest on the debt be paid out of the current income of the Convention, and 
that the entire payments the church has made, and may make, be applied 
directly to the reduction of the principal. More than this should be done if 
possible. By lessening the burden of the debt this church will sooner 
become a liberal contributor to all benevolent enterprises ; and by meeting 
with a generous appreciation the sacrifices the church has made and is still 
making, the Convention will encourage other churches to the same high 
endeavors. 

We may say of the Shelton and Rockville churches, as we said last 
year, they are making advance in members and strength. As Shelton has 
received a Fund from the late Russell Jennings, and has now paid the balance 
of its debt, we may reasonably hope that the church will not long be depend- 
ant on the Convention. Yet we think we should only gradually withdraw 
our aid lest it embarrass their faithful pastor, and it would be hard to find an 
equally able and acceptable man who would serve the church for less. In 
the case of Rockville, it will be necessary for the present to continue the 
same aid. While that church is gradually increasing in numbers, they are 
not acquiring much additional financial strength. Bro. E. W. Potter has, 
for most of the past year, supplied the church in Tolland, and had pastoral 
oversight over it, thus adding a little to his income. He now feels compelled 
to relinquish this extra work that he may do more efficient work in Rockville. 

The future of the Tolland Church is a matter of anxiety. Removals 
have weakened them. They are in possession of an attractive House of 
Worship, with more conveniences than are found in most of our churches. 
There is also a small company of very intelligent and devoted brethren and 
sisters, who would form a very efficient working force in any community 
that would furni.<5h field for their activity. The Baptist Church cannot be 
sustained without |150 or $200 from the Convention, and your Board hesi- 
tates to appropriate so much in a village otherwise well supplied with an 
evangelical ministry, while there are so many destitute and more promising 
fields for labor. 
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The Spring' Hill Church has been without a pastor since the spring,, 
but has now called a Bro. Smith, a licentiate of the Clinton Church. This- 
brother leaves a business that has been yielding him an income of $1,200 a 
year, that he might give himself to the ministry, at a salary less than half of 
his former earnings. He is well spoken of by those Avho know him, and 
shows his aggressive spirit, and his self-denial, and his faith in Him who has 
called him into the ministry, by inducing the church to decline further aid from 
the Convention. Brother S. Thatcher, pastor of the East Tlioiiipsoii 
Church, assumed last spring the pastorate of the two churches in Wai‘i*en- 
ville and Westford, where he is doing a most excellent work without 
Convention aid. East Tlioiiipsoii is being supplied by Bro. Ives of 
Thonipsoii Centre. As these houses of worship are only about one 
mile apart it seems most fitting that the two churches should be united into 
one parish. 

The church at East Killiiig'ly, where former missionaries of the Con- 
vention have labored, has been for some time destitute of a pastor. They 
maintain a Sunday School, and have occasional preaching services. Report- 
ing, as this church does, a resident membership of 75, and situated in a 
thickly settled community, at some distance from anjr other church, steps- 
should at once be taken to revive the' interest and secure the settlement of an. 
efficient pastor. Andover Church is likely soon to lose its pastor, Bro. B. 
J. Savage having been accepted as a Foreign Missionary. The condition of 
this church is very similar to that of Tolland, and its future is a matter of 
uncertainty. 

The New Hartford Clmrcli has been passing through a very trying 
experience. Rev. Harvey Linsiey, a Connecticut man, who has been for 
several years a successful preacher in the far West, has just assumed the 
charge of this church. He goes there at a great personal sacrifice. The most 
and perhaps the only encouraging thing in New Hartford is the presence, 
in the congregation, of a large number of young people whom we may hope 
to see, under an earnest, faithful ministry, gathered into the Church. But 
their House of Worship is sadly out of repair. The members of the church 
have neither the courage nor ability to make the needed improvement. 
Your Board must do more for this people than they have done, or what they 
have done will prove to have been wasted. 

The church at West Hartford has received some aid from your Board,, 
under quite exceptional circumstances. Mrs. M. L. Jackson, an evangelistic; 
worker, has been laboring in that field since about May 1st. Her work at 
first was that of a Sunday School Missionary, Visitor and Bible Reader. It. 
has, however, more and more assumed the character of the work of a regular 
preacher and pastor. A good deal of interest has attended her meetings, and 
quite a number have professed conversion. Three have been baptized. Bro. 
Gibbs, of Bloomfield, has administered the ordinances. The church has 
asked Mrs. Jackson to serve them as pastor for a year. Your Board agreed 
to help the sister as a missionary during the last quarter. Application has 
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been made for continued aid. A decision on this matter will not be reached!' 
till the session of the Board following the Convention. The rules governing 
appropriations declare that help should only be given to a church employing- 
a regular pastor. To recognize this lay sister as a pastor would be an innova- 
tion, and yet to disregard the wish of the church, and to stop the work so- 
happily begun would be to run the Fisk of destroying much good. 

The condition of the other. Mission Churches does not call for any special 
mention. Looking over the entire State we find it has not been a year of 
much increase. Very few churches have received any considerable addition. 
Reports from 107 out of 127 churches give only 539 baptisms, while 35 out 
of the 107, over one-third, report no baptisms at all. It is, perhaps, no cause 
for wonder if the aided churches are largely represented among the unpro- 
ductive ones. These certainly occupy the most unfruitful fields, and where- 
discouragements and faint-heartedness are to be expected. Yet even in the- 
most barren fields what golden harvests await the men of faith and prayer, 
and earnest effort. “All things are possible to him that believeth,” and 
worketh. 

EVANGELISTIC WORK. 

Your Board fears that in some of the churches aided by the Convention 
the impression is gaining that no ingathering can be expected under the ordi- 
nary ministry of the word ; and that the churches must wait for the coming 
of some brother of special Evangelistic gifts. This impression has been 
deepened by the remarks, so often made in our Conventions, that the Board 
should send out Evangelists to aid the Pastors of our smaller churches. All 
these 20 missionary pastors are evangelists by the very terms of their com- 
mission. By these men, conversant with the field, personally interested in 
the members of their congregations, having their confidence as no stranger 
can have it, must this work be done. A strange preacher is liable to do- 
more harm than good. The good results of his labors are transient ; the evil 
influence, a growing want of confidence in the Pastor, and in the use of the 
ordinary means of grace ; these are permanent, and the last state of such a 
church may be worse than the first. The place for the missionary at large to- 
work, is either where there is no Pastor, or to come in and assist the Pastor 
in the midst of a revival when the work has become too arduous— as a neigh- 
boring Pastor might. It is a serious question whether the Board should 
contribute to the continued support of the Pastors, however acceptable they 
may be to the churches, if there should be no apparent fruit of their ministry 
for a succession of three, or five years. 


FINANCES. 

The report of the Treasurer will show a marked decrease in the invested' 
funds. The farm in Illinois has been carried among the assets at $13,295.67. t 
This has now been sold for $7,000, reducing the assets by the amount of

$6,295.67. Nearly $4,000 of the $7,000 will be called for ia the completion 
of the chapel at Winsted. 

It will be seen, also, that there is little increase in the contributions of the 
churches. While almost all have contributed a little, the number of those whose 
gifts are at all commensurate with the demands of the work is very small. 
If there were a concerted movement among all the churches there certainly 
should be no difficulty in raising $10,000 a year, and there is no question that 
twice that amount could be wisely expended. 

The Superintendent of Missions has endeavored, though not yet with any 
flattering success, to secure personal pledges from the members of our churches, 
to supplement the ordinary collections. These subscribers, kept more definitely 
informed through personally addressed letters, and circulars, would become 
increasingly interested, and would interest others. We commend this plan 
to the churches, and ask the hearty co-operation of all pastors. 

Your Board also is of the opinion that the Convention work should be rec- 
ognized as an integral part, and, for us the most important part of tbe great 
Home Mission field. The Congregational churches of the State make “one 
thing of both ” ; the naoney for both comes into one treasury, and after the 
wants of the State are supplied, the remainder is turned into the treasury of 
the National Society. If the meagre contributions of the last few years are 
to be perpetuated in the future, nothing is possible but to confine our work to 
that, which many have thought to be the only work of the Convention, the 
aiding of our smaller churches. But if more of these churches, as they may 
be, are more generously aided to independence ; — if chapels are to be built 
for our Baptist brethren among the Germans and Swedes ; — if new churches 
are to be encouraged in prosperous towns where there are none, and in grow- 
ing cities where there are not enough of the churches of our own faith ; then 
our contributions to this cause must make a large advance. We appeal. 
Brethren, for $10,000 for the coming year, and then a constant increase upon 
this, till we reach $20,000. This is but a,n average of $1.00 apiece for each 
one of her members. Three new churches have been organized during the 
year : a German church in Bridgeport ; a colored church in Putnam, and — as 
recently as Monday, October 7 — too recently to have been yet recognized, or 
to appear in our associational minutes, a church, which gives promise of 
enterprise and efficiency, in ‘^•'idgeport — of which a fuller account will be 
given during the meetings of tne Convention.

The Committee on Nomination of Officers reported that they" 
recommend the re-election of the same officers — only, at Mr.

The President then announced, that, according to the pro- 
gram, a general discussion on the Eeport of the Board, and on 
the Work of the Convention would be the order for the day. 

Pastor J. F. Temple remarked upon the great need of th& 
work in Winsted, upon which the Convention had entered.. 
Hon. J. L. Howard, chairman of the Committee on Winsted, 
then spoke briefly of the enterprise, detailing the steps that had 
been taken, describing and showing the plans of the building in 
process of erection. 

Pastor J. R. Cow then spoke on the general subject of State 
Missions, and gave a short account of a new interest that had 
just been inaugurated in Bridgeport with good prospect of 
success. 

Pastor D. W. McKinney, being called upon, gave the story of 
the year’s work which had been done by the church in Ansonia — 
a church founded by the Convention, through the agency of the 
beloved Dr. Turnbull. The church had, within the year, paid 
off the entire debt of $3,000. 

Adjourned with prayer by Pastor D. W. McKinney. 
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Tuesday Afternoon.

The Convention re-assembled at 2:45 p. m. , the President in 
the chair. 

^ After the singing of an anthem by the choir, the reading of 

the Scripture lesson by Pastor E. P. Bond, and a prayer by Rev. 
B. D. Phelps, D.D., Pastor P. C. Wightman preached the 
Annual Sermon from the text— Isaiah 54, 2, “ Strengthen thy 
stakes.” 

“ This verse is a prophetic exhortation to give the gospel to the world. 
The motto of Carey was ‘Undertake great things for God; expect great 
things from God.’ The work is one, whether it be Foreign, Home, or State 
Missions. In God’s plan there is strength and beauty, symmetry, proportion. 
In our efforts there should be a, just proportion in regard to the fields to be 
cultivated. If we would strengthen the stakes of Zion we must strengthen 
the churches. The smaller churches have been, and will yet continue to be, 
^ sources of great blessing to the larger churches, like streams that can only be 

traced by the verdure that fringes their banks. Some of the weak graces, in 
the character of Christians, especially that of liberality, need to be strength- 
ened if we would secure harmonious development, and true effectiveness for 
^ -service. In the hard struggle that many have to make for what they consider 

only a comfortable living, and especially in the ever increasing demand, on 
the part of others for the luxuries and elegancies of life, we are all in danger 
of spending too much upon ourselves and our families. We have not enough 
left for the service of the Lord. We must give to the Lord the first fruits of 
all our increase. We must provide first for the Table of Shewbread, and the 
Altar of Incense, ‘that there may be meat in the Lord’s House.’ We must 
Seek first the advancement of the Kingdom of God ; then may we hope that 
•all needful things shall be added unto us.” 

Mr. J. L. Denison tiien addressed the Convention. 

This year the church in Ansonia, began only fifteen years ago, had paid 
the last dollar of its indebtedness, and had grown into a strong, self-support- 
ing, contributing church. On this very year the Convention had set their 
.f hand to a new work in Winsted. He trusted that nothing of help and en- 

couragement would be withheld from this church, and that the period of its 
growth would be shorter even than that of Ansonia. An effort is now being 
made to build a monument to the memory of the heroic Wightman, the pio- 
'• neer of the Baptist cause in this State, and whose great-grandson had just 

preached the annual sermon. A resolution commending this object was 
referred to the Committee on Resolutions. 
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Pastor H. M. Thompson spoke on “ The methods of church 
growth in our cities.” 

The example of the Apostles, and the constant history of the church, illus- 
trate the necessity of evangelizing our cities. There must our means and 
energies be expended in even a larger proportion than the ratio of inhabit- 
ants. These are the strategic points, the centers of influence, and of power. 
The best agent for this work is the local church, in which the aim must be, 
first conversion, then training by means of active service. But in our church 
building we must guard against the policy of repression which exalts the idea 
of numbers, rather than the fostering of the cause of Christ. Churches have 
become too large when the working talent of their members has no room for 
development, or when their liberality is not called into full play. Large 
churches too often become cities of refuge for the lame and lazy, and those 
who are “ born tired,” whose chief thought is to be “at ease in Zion.” A 
case in point is the Binghamton, N. Y., Baptist Church, which grew to a 
thousand members, and then stagnated for a number of years. The church 
became bark-bound — as a tree sometimes does. It was plethoric, the heroic 
treatment of blood letting became necessary. Two missions were started — 
soon growing into strong churches, and the mother church was all the 
stronger for it. So also the State Street Church, in Springfield, Mass., has 
become a very mother of churches. One of its members writes : ‘ ‘ Statistics 
show that when the church sends out a colony ; it soon receives enough 
new members to compensate for the loss. 

Pastor W. G. Fennell spoke on “Evangelization tliroughout 
the State,” especially among the mission churches, saying in 
part: 

We are not making the advance we should. There is little increase from 
year to year. When the column for baptisms over against the name of a 
church stands zero year after year, there is difficulty somewhere. We know 
the discouragements under which some of these churches labor. Shall the 
Convention, in addition to the help it gives these pastors, employ men to do 
especial evangelistic work among these churches, visiting them from time to 
time. It is hardly practicable to find, and support enough men in the field, 
to cover the ground effectually. There is a better way. The Biblical plan 
is for every pastor to do the work of an evangelist on his own field. The 
solid and permanent work is done by such Pastors. It is done by directness 
in preaching and methods, by neighborhood meetings, by less reliance on 
mechanical, routine work, by more use of personal, hand-to-hand labor, by ' 
more confident expectation of immediate results. We all need to be in 
closer touch with God and men. 

Pastor J. E. Stubbert asked the Convention to suspend the 
regular session that the brethren might attend at the laying of 
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a corner stone of a chapel to he built for the use of the Calvary 
Baptist Church, a church recently organized among our colored 
brethren. The Convention adjourned to meet at 7 p. m. 

[A large number of those in attendance repaired at once to 
the scene of the corner-stone laying, which occurred, with very 
interesting services. Hymns were sung by the choir of Calvary 
Church ; an appropriate selection of scriptures was read by 
Pastor A. L. Francis ; brief addresses were made by Pastors W. 
H. Creen, G. H. Jackson, Eev, Dr. Pope, and Hon. J. L. 
Howard ; prayer was offered by Pastor A. G. Palmer ; and the 
corner-stone was laid by Hon. J. L. Howard. A collection was 
taken amounting to $45.] 


Tuesday Evening. 

The Convention re-assembled at 7:05 p. m. After being led 
in prayer by Pastor W. V. Garner, the choir led the congrega- 
tion in a jDraise service. 

Pastor P. A. Nordell, chairman of a committee, appointed by 
the Board of Trustees, to prepare, and report to the Convention, 
a plan for increasing the collections for State Missions, pre- 
sented the following resolutions, which were adopted. 

Resolved, That a committee of three be appointed by the Board to co-oper- 
ate with the Secretary, in making a careful estimate of the amount of money 
required to carry on the work of State Missions during the year. 

Resolved, That the Secretary and said committee name the sums, which, 
in their judgment, each church in the State should contribute, in order to 
raise such amount. 

Resolved, That the Secretary ascertain, as far as possible, when each 
church will make its collection for State Missions ; and, on such occasion, or 
previously, present the importance of this work, in person, or by letter, and 
circular ; stating to the church the sum which the committee has estimated 
for that church to contribute, except in such cases where he may deem it 
injudicious to name such sum. 

Resolved, That we urge Pastors to present to their churches, on all suitable 
occasions, and especially when taking collections for this object, the import- 
ance of this work ; and to invite the Secretary to address their people, on 
such occasions, when his time and labors will permit. 
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Itesolved, That each Sunday School be requested to contribute to this work, 
and to send their contributions to the Treasurer of the Convention. 

Resolved, That we recommend the plan, commenced by the Secretary, of \ 
soliciting pledges of regular annual contributions, in addition to the amounts * 

given in the church collections. 

Resolved, That all persons who collect money in the churches, or from the 
members, for building churches in the State, or for paying debts on church 
property, or for other State Mission work, be requested to report the sums so 
collected to the Treasurer or Secretary, which sums should be included in the 
annual report of the Treasurer, as raised for State Missions. 

Pastor E. M. Poteat, spoke in behalf of our State work. 

He urged that the ultimate end of all aid is to aid the churches to independ- 
ence of all aid. In some cases this may not be possible. A few churches 
that were once strong, wdll never again be strong. Their environment is so 
changed, the districts they occupy are becoming uninhabited. But in most 
cases a more generous aid in the present press and stress would introduce 
more favorable conditions. Our Congregational Brethren extend more than 
twice the aid to their churches than we do to ours. Where it is possible, two 
churches should be served by one pastor. In the Southern States, three, and ' 

sometimes four churches have the services of but one minister. There is 
preaching to these churches only once in three, or four weeks. Yet church 
activities are not remitted. The brethren gather every Sunday, and through 
the week. Prayer Meetings and Sunday Schools are kept in vigorous life. * 

The members are thrown thus more ou their own resources — more on the 
presence and power of the Holy Spirit. They develop a more aggressive, 
active type of Christianity. There is more work done for Christ, and less, 
perhaps, of the mere blessed enjojmaent of Christian privileges. 

More generous giving on the part of our larger churches, is the condition of 
more generous aid to our smaller churches. This increase in giving is pos- 
sible. We are all so slow to understand the law of individual, and of church 
growth. It is ever more true that “he who seeks his life must lose it,” and 
deserves to. 

Pastor Kittridge Wheeler, spoke on “ The Eeasons for the 
Existence of the State Convention.’' 

Do we really need this among all our other societies and organizations? 

Yes, we need it. 1st. For the more perfect organization of the churches we ^ 

have, and to cherish declining churches, some of whom, at least, are sure to 

revive under the ever changing conditions of our State, if they are not left to 

die out. 2nd. We need it to do pioneer work that is beyond the reach of the ^ 

individual, local church. In no other way can we obtain a foothold in those 

places which we do not now occupy. We would not enter upon a competitive 
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strife with other churches, in any community that is amply supplied with an 
evangelical ministry. Still there are places where there is room for us ; and 
we would not always wait for othpr denominations to invite us, and to share 
with them in the work of winning the world to Christ. 3rd. We need the 
■Convention to, look after the denominational interests throughout the State ; 
this is especially evident because of our independent church polity ; which, 
though it be our strength, and the ground of our boasting, may easilj’’ become 
our weakness. There is a tendency to segregation among us. A central 
organization, under wise leadership, may exert a wholesome influence. Such 
authority is not inherent, and original, it is only delegated. It is, however, 
in entire accord with our church system, which is republican, and represen- 
tative rather than an irresponsible democracy. 4th. We need it to sustain a 
genuine missionary work which has become necessary from the influx of 
foreigners, that, for our safety, as well as their own good, should be evangel- 
ized. 

Pastor W. P. Elsclon then spoke on ‘‘ Our duty to the For- 
eign-born.” 

He did not need to give figures. Brother Wheeler had given them. It is 
impossible to keep out these people. We cannot build a Chinese wall around 
our 10,000 miles of sea coast. It is in the divine decrees that they should 
come, and on this continent the race problem is to be worked out. Here it is 
to be proved that God has made of one blood all nations to dwell together on 
this one continent. Still this immigration is a menace to our civil polity and 
to our religion unless these people are thoroughly christianized. What did it 
mean that when prohibition was “ snowed under” in Connecticut, almost in 
the same week, the two youngest states in the newest west, cast heav}^ ma- 
jorities for prohibition ? It means that New England has taken Horace 
Greeley’s advice, and “ gone west.” It is now New Germany, New Ireland, 
New Sweden, New Italy, anything but New England. The only way out is 
to meet these people with the gospel of Christ. We are told that the intrepid 
explorer, Stanley, was at one time in imminent peril of his life. But the 
relentless, savage African chief united with Stanley in the ceremony of the 
blood covenant, and these tw'o became friends and brothers. They gave life 
for life. So, only as we and these foreigners come together at Calvary’s 
cross, and are made one through the blood of the better covenant, can we 
come into real amity and brotherhood. Here is the only “ federation of the 
brotherhood of man.” 

To prosecute this Foreign Mission work brought to our very doors, to send 
among them evangelists, to aid in the support of their pastors, to assist in 
chapel building, we must greatly enlarge our gifts. It can be clone, it will be 
done if we are on fire with the gospel. At one time there was a famine of 
water in Chicago; with all that inland sea. Lake Michigan, to draw from, 
there was a famine of water. Why the famine ? Great cakes and blocks of 
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ice almost choked up the conduits to the crib, and only a little water dribbled 
through, where rivers of water ought to have flowed. Are there not lumps, 
and cakes of ice around our hearts checking the flow of the life currents, 
chilling and benumbing our hands that should be stretched out in relief ? 

Eev. Dr. Wm. Hascall of Biirmah then addressed the Conven- 
tion on the claims of Foreign Missions; and after prayer by Pas- 
tor G. H. Jackson the Convention adjourned to Wednesday, 2:3Q

Brother G. L. Denison, for the Committee on Sunday Schools, 
made a verbal report, which was accepted. 

The Committee on Place and Preacher, for next year, reported 
through Pastor W. D. McKinney, recommending that the Con- 
vention accept the invitation to meet in Middletown ; that 
Pastor J. E. Gow be the preacher, and Pastor J. E. Stubbert 
be the alternate. Eeport accepted, and recommendations 
adopted. 

Hon. James L. Howard was chosen by the Convention as its 
delegate to the annual meeting of the American Baptist Publi- 
cation Society. 

The Committee on Resolutions reported, through its chair- 
man, the following, viz. : 

1. Resolved, That the Convention re-aflQrms its position as the uncompro- 
mising foe of the traffic in intoxicating drinks ; and pledges itself to every 
proper and legitimate effort for its overthrow. 

2. Resolved, That, in view of the fact that the divorce history of Con- 
necticut has now come to be a disgrace to the State, and that the integrity of 
the family relation is already alarmingly imperilled, it is the imperative duty 
of the ministers of the Commonwealth to decline the solemnization of mar- 
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,Tiage of any person who has a divorced husband, or a wife who has been put 
away for any cause other than that mentioned in Scripture. 

3. Resolned, That the foregoing resolution shall not be held to apply to 
the innocent party in a divorce, obtained on scriptural grounds, or to persons 
once divorced from each other, and seeking to be re-united. 

4. Resolved, That our thanks are due, and are hereby most cordially ten- 
dered to the pastor and members of the First Baptist church in Putnam, for 
the warm welcome and generous hospitality extended to the members of the 
Convention. 

5; Resolved, That we gratefully acknowledge our obligations to the rail- 
roads which have favored the delegates with a reduction of fare. 

6. Resolved, That the Convention hereby records its hearty approval of 
the movement to erect a monument to the memory of Elder Valentine Wight- 
man, the Pioneer Baptist Minister, and the founder of the First Baptist Church 
in this State. 

7. Resolved, That the Convention endorses the movement for an increase 
of the Army Chaplaincy, so that all of the permanent stations of troops, one 
hundred of which are now without religious ministration, may be provided 
with Christian teachers. And that the President of this body appoint a com- 
mittee of two, who shall join with like committees from other religious bodies 
in pressing this important matter until the destitution shall be supplied.

The Committee on Enrollment reported, through Pastor E. 
W. Potter, that seventy-one churches Avere represented, by 180 
delegates. Eeport accepted. [See for roll of delegates, page 
41.] 

Eev. Dr. Pope, of Hew York, addressed the Convention in 
behalf of The American Baptist Home Mission Society. 

On motion of Pastor, P. A. Nordell, it was voted to reaffirm 
the folloAving resolutions: 

Resolved, That we earnestly commend the Baptist Ministers’ Home, of West 
■Farms, N. Y., to the churches of our denominations in this State. 
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Resolved, That we take measures to secure a contribution on some Com- 
munion Sunday each year for this object. 

Resolved, That our approval of the above resolutions shall have, to us, the- 
sacredness of a pledge, to the object designated therein. 

Pastor George H. Jackson was called to the platform, and. 
spoke of the work needed among the colored people. 

There are more than 14,000 colored people in the State of Connecticut. 
The majority of them have come north since the war. These people are bjr 
early training, and choice Baptist in sentiment. They might have been 
gathered into Baptist Churches. A foolish race prejudice on both sides pre- 
vents their union with white churches. Though much has been done by 
generous Baptists in the north for the colored people yet in the South, little 
has been done for those at your own door. Only 400 of these 14,000 are in 
Baptist churches. In many of the large towns there is no colored church of 
any denomination. At a general meeting of our churches last summer, we 
voted to ask the Convention to appoint some brother to labor as a missionary 
among our people — organizing prayer meetings, and establishing churches. 
Brethren, will you do it? While you are doing so much for the foreigners 
who have come among you uninvited, however welcome, will you not do a 
little for the race whom you brought here against their wiil? 

Voted, That the reading of the minutes be dispensed with,, 
and the Secretary be authorized to prepare and print them. 

Pastor A. G. Palmer, offered the closing prayer. 

Hon. Francis Wayland, the Moderator, in a few closing words,, 
congratulated the Convention upon the unflagging interest, and 
the unbroken harmony which had characterized the session, and 
declared the sixty-sixth annual meeting of the Connecticut Bap- 
tist Convention closed.

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REPORT OF 

THE COMMITTEE ON OBITUARIES. 


Each year adds to the list of those who have finished their earthly pilgrim- 
age, and rest from their labors. Among those who have been called home, 
since our last meeting, we may mention the following: 

Rev. Nicolas H. Mattison died in Preston, Nov. 11, 1888, in the 79th year 
•of his age. He entered the ministry when more than thirty years of age, 
and served as pastor about fifteen years. In this State he was pastor at Pres- 
ton City, Colchester Borough and North Lyme. Ill health compelled him to 
relinquish regular pastoral work, but he was able to supply churches without 
a pastor as occasion required. His last illness "was brief. He was a good 
•man, a lover of God’s Word, and loyal to gospel truth. 

Rev. Stephen Perkins, pastor of the Second Baptist Church in Waterford, 
died in New York, March 11, 1889, whither he had gone for medical treat- 
ment. He was in the 63rd year of his age. He was licensed to preach in 
early life, and often exercised his gifts, but long shrank from ordination on 
account of his educational disadvantages. Finally, in 1870, he began regu- 
larly to supply the church in Ledyard, and in 1874 accepted a call to Poquo- 
noc Bridge, where he w^as ordained. Here he remained about five years. 
He then faithfully served the church at Lake’s Pond, till 1888, when he re- 
moved to Waterford. He was modest and retiring in disposition, but a man 
of sterling worth, much beloved where he labored. 

Rev. P. B. Joy, pastor of the church in South Windsor, died suddenly in 
Watertown, Mass., whither he had gone for medical treatment, April 6, 1889, 
in the 67th year of his age. His ministerial life was largely elsewhere ; but 
he had pastorate in this State at Preston, Montewese, Moosup, and for a time 
aided in State missionary w’ork. In this kind of work he had been employed 
in Boston and New York. In early life he followed the seas, and had the 
generosity and frankness of a true-bred sailor. It was only in June, 1888, 
that he entered upon his work in South Windsor. He won the hearts of 
the people and had entered upon his work wdth great zeal and hopefulness, 
when he w'as suddenly called to his heavenly home. 

Rev. Levi H. Wakeman, wLom we have for many years been accustomed 
to meet in these annual gatherings, has passed to the assembly of the spirits 
of the just made perfect, since our last meeting. He died at his home in 
Stamford, on Lord’s Day, April 21, in the 73rd year of his age. He com- 
menced his pastoral labors in Westfield parish, Middletown, in 1843. His 
subsequent pastorates, in this State, were East Haddam, Stepney, West 
Woodstock, Willington, and New Hartford. Besides these, he had two 
pastorates in Massachusetts. Ill health, finally, compelled him to retire from 
this work, but he was always ready to serve the Master loyally wherever 
■opportunity was afforded. 
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Rev. Joseph Burnett, who was formerly a pastor in this State, died at Bra- 
man’s Corners, N. Y., June 15, 1889. He was pastor in Old Lyme, twice in 
Tariff ville, in Wethersfield, and New Hartford, besides having pastorates in 
Massachusetts and New York. He died in the 70th year of his age. He was 
an ardent lover of books and his knowledge of them was remarkable. He 
was simple and evangelical in his preaching, and was honored and loved by 
all who knew him. 

Rev. Wm. P. Pattison, who may not have been known to many of us, was 
pastor in New Britain from 1847, till the beginning of 1851, and was largely 
blessed in his labors. Most of his life-work was done in other States. He 
died in Kirkwood, Missouri, Aug. 18, 1889, in the 79th year of his age. His 
ministerial labors extended over a period of half a century. 

Prominent among those who have passed away was Mr. Joseph B. Hoyt, 
who died in Stamford, Dec. 27, 1888, at the age of 75 years. He joined the 
Baptist Church in that place in early life, and though for some years connect- 
ed with a church in New York City, he returned about thirty years ago to 
his native town and the church of his first love. He was a liberal giver, 
using the means acquired in business to serve the Master, struggling churches, 
educational institutions and missions at home and abroad were the recipients 
of his generous gifts. He was a conspicuous example of a consecrated busi- 
ness man. 

From the Calvary Church in New Haven two long tried servants of the Lord 
have been removed. One was Mr. Stephen M. Wier, who died Dec. 23, 1888, 
at the age of 74 years, after a life of active service for the Master extending; 
over a period of 54 years. The other was Mr. Samuel T. Nettleton, who died 
March 24, 1889, in his 72nd year. He was especially active in the City Mis- 
sion work, out of which the Calvary Church sprang. 

The church in Danielsonville has been bereaved in the removal of Mr. 
Joseph Wheaton, one of its constituent members, who died Dec. 27, 1888, 
aged 72 years. None labored more earnestly during the early struggles of 
the church, and none watched its growth with deeper satisfaction. 

Dea. Gurdon A. Lester, of the First Baptist Church of New London, died 
suddenly April 1, at the age of 61 j^ears. For 22 years he had served the 
church as deacon, and purchased to himself a good degree. He was a cheer- 
ful, steadfast, consistent disciple faithful in every trust committed to him. 

Dea. Gideon Parker, of the Baptist Church in Deep River, is another of 
those beloved disciples who have been called to their heavenly home. He 
died April 14, 1889, at the age of 77 years. For 30 years or more he served 
his church in the office of deacon, and has left behind the precious legacy of 
a worthy example of godliness. 

Dea. Hiram Cody, who died Sept. 17, 1889, in the 83rd year of his age, was 
one of the constituent members of the South Center Church in Ashford, and 
had served the church as deacon more than 40 years. He was honored and 
esteemed by all who knew him, and was a strong man in Israel. 

These are some of the many beloved disciples who have passed away dur- 
ing the year just closed. 
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SEVENTH ANNUAL EEPOKT OP 

THE WOMAN’S BAPTIST HOME MISSION UNION 

OF CONNECTICUT. 


The Seventh Annual Meeting of the Woman’s Baptist Home Mission Union 
was held in the First Baptist Church, New Haven, Oct. 17th. Mrs. S. D. 
Phelps presided, and after the opening exercises gave a short Scripture lesson,, 
reading from James, 2d chapter. The Treasurer’s report showed that more 
money than usual had passed through the Union. The cash receipts have 
been $906.36. The value of boxes and barrels sent, $706.12, making a 
total cash value of work for the year, $1,606.49. Ten life members were 
made during the year by the payment of $25.00 each. 

Our funds have been distributed as we pledged at the beginning of the 
year. For the salary of Mrs. C. E. Becker at Benedict Institute. For the 
salary of Rev. Wm. Ritzmann, Pastor of the German Baptist Church, East 
Bridgeport, and some assistance to the Swedish Church, Meriden. There 
have been numerous calls for special objects, to which members of the Union 
have responded cheerfully and liberally. Our quarterly meetings have been 
held regularly, with a good attendance. The 1st was held in the Calvary 
Baptist Chapel, New Haven. It was a good meeting, profitable to ourselves, 
and we trust to many others in whom we are deeply interested. The boxeS' 
and barrels were more in number, and more valuable than any other quarter 
since the Union was organized. Mrs. Reynolds was present, and gave us a 
very pleasant account of her trip through the West. It was very instructive, 
and much enthusiasm was manifested in the work, especially for the Indians. 

The next meeting was held with the East Washington Ave. Baptist Church, 
Bridgeport, April 25th. It was gratifying to notice a large increase in the 
finances. The enthusiasm of three months previous was still bearing fruit. 
Many interesting and grateful letters were read. With other Christian work- 
ers, we have been trying to solve the problem of Christianizing the foreign- 
ers who are coming in such crowds to our land. In view of this, Mrs. 
McKinney of Ansonia was asked to tell us of her work in New York among 
the foreigners. She told us of her visit to the poor hard working women, 
who could not leave their work for a moment to listen, but must stitch, 
stitch away, and then earn only a pittance a day. Some were glad to hear 
her as she tried to point them to Christ, and tell them of His love for them, 
and the beautiful home He has prepared for those who love and serve Him 
when there is no more weariness, but rest. Many were not willing to hear, 
but spurned her, and her message. Our mid-summer meeting was held July 
30th, at Hope Chapel, New Haven. The day was very unpleasant, one 
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shower following another all day. Considering the rainy day, and the vaca- 
tion season, there was a good number present. Prom a letter received from 
Mr. Ritzmann we quote the following: “The work is prospering under 

* God’s blessing. Our East Bridgeport Sunday-school has never been so large 
as at present. The Girls’ Missionary Band is still busy making all kinds of 
useful things to be sold next fall for missionary purposes. A school has 
been opened by Mrs. Ritzmann in the north part of the city, where there are 
a large number of German families residing. This is a very promising field. 
We shall endeavor to have a Sunday-school, as well as preaching there the 
coming winter. All the work we are doing here is seed sowing. We earn- 
estly hope that the good Lord will also give us the reaping and gathering in 
the sheaves. It is necessary that our work should grow. We need workers 
in Sunday-School and Church. We desire that souls may be brought to the 
feet of Jesus. We desire to help our countrymen that they may find the 
true liberty from sin and condemnation.’' Our interest centers in Mrs. 
Becker at this meeting, as she is always with us. And as the old old story 
of Jesus and his love is ever new to those who love Him, so her story of 
the year’s work at Benedict Institute is ever new and full of interest to those 
who are in any way helping to spread the Gospel. 

An extract from a letter received since her return gives good evidence of 

* work well done. “Our school has opened finely, with promise of a prosper- 
ous year. In our prayer-meeting, last Sabbath, in Colby Hall, I was much 
interested in the remarks made by my girls, who, as usual, wanted for our 
first meeting an experience meeting. It was a story of this summer’s work, 

* and more interesting than any other I could hear. One young woman told 
of her home surroundings, that the neighborhood were much addicted to in- 
temperance, they made wine from grapes, and beer from grain, and bought 
all the whiskey they could find money for. She carried with her a little book 
called “Hygiene and Alcohol.” She talked with the men and women about 
this evil habit, and read from the book of the effects of alcohol on those who 
drink. They laughed at her, scolded her, and refused to listen ; but finally, 
at a meeting, took up the matter, and decided to make no more wine or beer 
in that neighborhood this fall. Another said her folks would not let her 
work in Sunday School, and there seemed nothing she could do. She hated 
to see the poor dirty children so unwashed, and their clothes so unclean. 
She took one little boy, had him put on her brother’s clothes, while she 
washed and mended his clothes, and sent him home to his mother clean. 
The mother was ashamed of the other children, and it resulted in a general 
improvement in their condition ; other women caught the idea, and so many 

-« were made more comfortable. She thought to offer to clean out some of the 

houses, and though it was unpleasant, hard work, it paid well to see how 
much more interest they began to take in their homes ; some had added a patch 
of fiowers, curtained their windows with white muslin, and improved their 

* appearance generally. 

All these things are stepping stones towards civilization, and while others told 
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of successful work in Sabbath School, and revival meetings, leading souls to 
Christ, and doing the great things of life nobly, in none was I more interested 
than in the one who washed the boy’s clothes, and started a whole neighborhood 
towards home making. It was j ust as truly missionarry work as any could 
be. To teach teachers is a hopeful field, if those teachers will only cultivate 
the willing hearts to do bravely and truly the little things that are often 
widest in power for blessing.” 

At our Annual Meeting Rev. E. M. Poteat gave us a most instructive and 
interesting address, which gave us large ideas of the work. Mrs. Ritzmann 
was present also and gave us some interesting facts about their work. We 
were also pleased to hear from the Swedish Pastor and of his earnest work. 

We renewed our pledge for the support of Mrs. Becker. We also continue 
our State work by assisting to pay the salary of Mr. Ritzmann ; also aiding the 
Swedish Church in Meriden. We have been glad to know that some of 
our Circles have increased their membership. All of these interests, need very 
much more than we have been able to give them. We regret that there are 
not more of our sisters interested in this work. We fear they do not read the 
Master’s message aright when they consume their all in their own homes, and 
among those they love. Christ said “other sheep I have that are not of this 
fold, them also I must bring, and they shall hear my voice, and there shall be 
one fold and one shepherd.” If the large membership of women in churches 
would give their mites many a hard worked Pastor would be made more com- 
fortable in his home ; many of the hungry, wandering sheep would be brought' 
into the fold.

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REPORT OF 

THE WOMAN’S AMERICAN BAPTIST HOME MISSION SOCIETY, 

OF CONNECTICUT. 


In summing up the work done in Connecticut, during tlie past year, for 
■our Woman’s Home Mission Society, we are deeply grateful for the satisfac- 
tory advance that is shown. The work has been carried on in each associa- 
tion, the directors remaining the same as last year. 

Mrs. Preston, of Ashford Association, although not able to report as large 
contributions as she hoped, is encouraged by the fact that a larger number of 
contributors have been secured than ever before. Twelve of the fifteen 
churches have sent in their offerings to our Society. Not all of these main- 
tain Circles, but by the use of the “ Willing Worker” envelopes, an inven- 
tion of Mrs. Preston’s, and tried as an experiment, four churches have made 
their first contribution to our work, and others have increased their subscrip- 
tions. One new Band has been formed at Willimantic. 

A basket meeting was held in March at Danielsonville, addressed by Mrs. 
Reynolds, at which she gave an account of her trip to our different schools in 
the Indian Territory. Much interest was manifested by all present. At the 
meeting of this Association, held in the same place, time was given on the 
regular program for an address by Miss Mitchell, a graduate of Spelman 
Seminary, and our new teacher at Howe Institute, New Iberia, Louisiana. 

In Stonington Union Association there are many indications that the work is 
progressing. Here, also, a larger number of contributions have been secured. 
Mrs. Hastings reports contributions from twelve out of the sixteen churches. 
One church, having no Circle, by the use of mite-boxes, collecting $15.31. 
Seven Bands are reported. In March a basket meeting was held with the 
church at Jewett City. The attendance from other churches was small, and 
the program, as arranged by the Director, somewhat interfered with by the 
absence of those expected. However some of the ladies kindly consented to 
speak on different lines of Home Mission work, and Miss Merriam gave us a 
fine address on the Morman question, so that the meeting proved very enjoy- 
able to those present. 

Mrs. Reynolds also addressed a Woman’s meeting, held in June, in connec- 
tion with the regular meeting of the Association at Noank. 

In New London Association many of the churches have sent large sub- 
scriptions to our Society, ten Circles and six Bands being reported. 
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The Band of the First Churcli, Norwich, inaugurated plans, last year, by 
which they hoped to increase their benefactions. They have certainly 
realized their expectations, having raised |74.88 this year, the largest amount 
reported by any Band in the State. A basket meeting was held with the 
Third Church, Norwich. The exercises were of an interesting character, 
consisting of Headings, and a talk from Mrs. Nickerson on her recent trip- 
to Mexico. Some very interesting reports were given, especially one by 
Miss Miner, who has charge of the Band connected with the First Church, New 
London. The day was unpleasant, and the attendance not large, but I am 
sure the meeting was not without profit to those present. 

In Fairfield Association, Mrs. Silliman has been greatly encouraged by the 
formation of a Circle at Danbury, the largest church in the Association. 
This church has not, by any means, failed to do Home Mission work in the 
past, but hitherto has worked independently of any Society. Stamford has 
proved one of the most helpful auxiliaries in the State, and one other church 
has, for the first time, sent in a contribution, although not yet having formed 
a Circle. The basket meeting, held at Danbury, proved to be one of the 
most interesting. Miss Merriam giving an address on the Indians. At the 
meeting of this Association, held at Norwalk, a union Mission meeting was 
held, Mrs. SafEord, of Newton, Mass., speaking in behalf of our Society. 

In New Haven Association Mrs. Smith has been obliged, on account of ill 
health, to resign her position as Director. She has been one of our most 
faithful workers, and we accept her resignation with much regret. She has been 
compelled, during the past year, to do all her work by writing, but reports the 
largest increase in any of the Associations. A basket meeting was held with: 
the church at Middletown, addressed by Mrs. Butrick, Mrs. Eeynolds and 
Miss Mary Rounds of Indian Territory. Miss Rounds afterwards visited a. 
number of our churches, and by her plain talk and earnest, humble spirit, 
greatly enlisted our sympathies for her work at Kulli-Inla. We trust her'- 
words may not fail to bring to her the much needed help. Mrs. Smith’s suc- 
cessor has not yet been appointed, but we liope soon to find some woman 
willing to consecrate a part of her time to this work. 

In Hartford Association, contributions from fourteen out of the twenty- 
three churches have been received, and ten Bands are reported — a gain of 
two. The five Hartford churches, which have hitherto united in one Circle, 
feeling that better results can be attained by each one supporting a separate 
Circle, have decided to reorganize during the coming year. Two meetings, 
one held at New Britain, and one held in connection with the meeting of the 
Association at Sutfield, were addressed by Mrs. Reynolds. 

Three State meetings have been held. At the time of the Convention, at 
the South Baptist Church, Mrs. Safford gave us an address upon Mexico. 
At our annual meeting, held at the same place, Mrs. Reynolds gave us a very 
touching account of her recent visit among the Chinese in California. At 
Crescent Beach we listened to an address by Rev. Mr. Lewis, of Malden, 
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Mass., and also to a very interesting talk from Mrs. Becker, upon her work at

THE EIGHTEENTH ANNUAL REPORT 

OF THE 

WOMAN’S BAPTIST FOREIGN MISSIONARY SOCIETY 

OF OONNEOTIOUT. 


As we present our Annual Report on this, our Eighteenth Anniversary, we 
recall the time when, as strangers, and few in number, we timidly knocked 
•at the door of the State Convention, and asked to be recognized as a branch 
of Christian work in this State. Our request was kindly granted, and like 
the young maiden, we would have our eighteenth birth-day a marked day. 
Not of rich gifts to ourselves, but from ourselves, one of glad offerings of our 
means, and of more obedient service to the Master in making known the 
message of His love. 

There are 82 organized circles and 27 bands connected with the different 
churches in the State. Several churches, who have not organized circles, 
■contribute to the Society, leaving over two score of the 130 churches in 
this State who have no part in this work. 

The contribution of this Society, for the year, is $4,000.91, and for the 
■eighteen years since its formation, $63,500.00. This amount could easily 
have been increased four-fold, if each woman in our churches had paid two 
cents a week into the treasury of this Society. ^ 
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ASSOOIATIONAL &ECEETAEIES. 

Miss Bessie Hancox, Secretary of the Stoniagton Union Association^ 
laments that while there has been no falling off in the amount contributed the- 
past year, there is still, in several of the churches, no interest shown by the 
sisters in our Foreign Missionary w'ork. 

The Woman’s Foreign Missionary Meeting, held one hour in connection 
with the Association, during the intermission of the services of that body at 
noon, was largely attended, the audience quite filling the church. All the 
brethren, who chose, came in. A deep impression of the importance and 
need of our work was made on many hearts, as they heard, so graphically 
related, the condition of women in heathen lands. 

Mrs. J. R. Stubbert, Secretary of the Ashford Association, sends in her 
report, from which we glean the following extracts : “ I wish I could report bet- 
ter work done in our Circles and Bands this year, and yet I think, as a whole, 
the work is good. Some of the Circles and Bands are simply waiting for a 
leader. If this leader could be found, they would work and she earnestly 
entreats her sisters in the churches: “Do not wait another day, appoint a 
meeting, invite the Circles to be present, have some one appointed as leader, 
and if she has not all the qualifications, hold up her hands all the stronger, 
help her with your encouragement and your words.” 

Mrs. Stubbert also reports: “We have held one basket meeting during the 
year. Good results have already appeared from this meeting. Ladies who 
had not before been interested, then pledged themselves to labor for this 
cause. The Boys’ Mission Band, of Putnam, sent f 35. 00 to the Missionary . 
Union, and thus this amount is not added to the following contributions: 

Amount contributed during the year, in addition to that of the Boys’ Band, 
$401.27. A legacy of Mrs. H. B. Bixby, of Thompson, $870.00, and of Mrs. 
S. H. Davis, $100.00, makes the whole amount given, the past year, from 
this Association $1,371.27. 

Mrs. G. A. Lester, of the New London Association, sorely afflicted by the. 
sudden death of her dear husband, notwdthstauding her sorrow, presented her 
report at the Norwich meeting. 

There are ten churches in this Association who are contributing to the 
Woman’s Foreign Missionary work, most of them with organized Circles. 
There are also four Bands. One of these being a boys’ baud, called the 
“Standard Bearer,” connected with the First Church of New London. 
Most of these Circles and Bands give not only for Foreign but Home Mis- 
sions, and this decreases the amount of our contributions, compared with the 
earlier years of our work. The Circles have contributed, during the past 
year, $316.79. The Bands have contributed, all together, $59.66, making, 
the whole amount $376.45. 

Mrs. J. B. Hoyt, Secretary of the Fairfield Association, has been greatly 
bereaved by the death of her beloved husband, whose name has long been, 
honored as one of the most generous givers to benevolent objects in our 
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denomination. Mrs. Hoyt, even in her great sorrow and weakness, is faith- 
fully guiding the work in her Association. Both Mrs. Hoyt and Mrs. Lester 
have our sympathy in their great loss. 

The Woman’s Foreign Missionary meeting, held during the intermission of 
the regular exercises of this Association at noon, in September, was one of 
peculiar interest, for it was here, at Norwalk, nineteen years ago, that a 
Woman’s Foreign Missionary meeting was first held in connection with any 
church association. Mrs. Bixby, formerly of Burma, who addressed the first 
meeting, was also present at this. It was, as Mrs. Bixby said, a “Remem- 
brance meeting.” All in the large audience listened intently, as Mrs. Bixby, 
in her interesting address, rapidly traced the progress of the work of our 
parent Societ}^, from the year when, with anxious care, they sent out their 
first lady missionary to the foreign fields, to the present time. 

Now there are 49 lady missionaries, 56 Bible , women, 154 schools, 5,256 
pupils, 1,071 Christians, 365 baptisms. 

This is only the result in figures, and does not include the missionaries who 
have labored and died since 1871, nor hundreds of converted dieathen, who 
have been called to enter safely the upper fold. Neither can we express, by 
figures or words, the reflex influence which this work has brought to our 
home churches, in richer blessings and greater spiritual powder. 

The New Haven Association, under the continued faithful care of its effici- 
ent secretary. Miss Fannie L. Twiss, gains steadily in growth and influence. 
The women in the new churches-'Orgauized will not withhold their gifts or 
prayers for our work. . The meeting, in connection with this Association, 
was held at Branford. It was attended and ably presided over by Miss 
Twiss. 

The contributions were $1,180.00, including the Bands and Circles. 

Mrs. E. Cushman has kindly consented to accept again the position of 
Secretary of the Hartford Association, in place of Miss Honsell, who resigned 
a year ago. The Woman’s meeting was held at Suffield, the noon of the 
second day after the adjournment of the Association. We feared a small 
attendance, but, to our surprise, a larger number were present than at any 
session of the Association. Prof. Scott, of the Connecticut Literary Institu- 
tion, kindly arranged so that the young ladies of the Institution could be 
present. 

Miss Kidder, who has labored as one of our missionaries thirteen years in 
Japan, gave a most effective and interesting address on that country, and the 
work needed to be done there. Another lady present told of the success that 
had resulted from Miss Kidder’s labors, as she was too modest to speak of 
them herself. 

Thus, as in years previous. Woman’s Foreign Missionary meetings have 
been held and blessed in connection with all our church associations. We 
are very grateful for the one hour thus given us, and earnestly desire that the 
same privilege may continue to be given. 

We have from our own State five lady missionaries in the foreign field, 
Mrs. Bennett, who accompanied her husband to Japan ; Miss Bond, at Tura, 
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Assam; Miss Rolmau, at Yokahama; Miss Scliuff, at Madras, India, and 
Miss Church, whom we claim as fruit from the church at Shejtou, is at 
Tokio, Japan. Miss Bond lias unremittingly carried on her interesting work 
in the school and among the Gero women, and has liad the joy of seeing 
several of her pupils profess Christ as their Saviour. Miss Rolman, recovered 
from lier severe illness, has been permitted to engage in her loved work, the 
entire year. At the beginning of the year she entreated the Lord to convert 
five of her day scholars as fruit of her labors. The Master answered her 
petition, and six of her pupils and one teacher were brought to Christ. With 
fresh encouragement she pleaded that thirty more souls the coming year 
might be converted. Already fifteen have since found hope in His name. 
Miss Schuff, at Madi'as, is most earnestiy and happily endeavoring to guide 
the secluded women of the Zenanas out of heathen darkness, into the true 
light. She has also opened a Girls’ Boarding School, and begs for a helper, 
and means to carry it on. 

Miss Church has been in Japan only a few months, she is new in that 
country and unfamiliar with the language, yet a heavy care and responsibility 
is forced upon her and her companion. Miss Clagett, by the departure of 
Miss Kidder and Miss Whitman to this country to regain their health. The 
salaries of Miss Watson, who has recently returned to this country. Miss 
Bond, Miss Schuff, Miss Rolman, and we hope to add Miss Church, are paid 
by this Society. 

As we turn to the foreign field, we realize that the once distant heathen 
lands, by the facilities furnished for rapid communication, are now our 
neighbors. So closely are they brought to us, that, through the open doors, 
we can see the whitened harvest fields, and hear the cry of the few reapers 
for help to gather in the sheaves. 

“ And ye who cannot go, oh ! help 
With the wondi’ous weapon, prayer; 

While ye uplift your hands at home. 

The cross shall triumph there. 

And give ye freely from your store 
To warriors in the field ; 

The more you give, to you, the more, 

Barrel and cruise shall yield, 

So only can you cleanse your hands 
From the guiltiness of blood ! 

For a million a month in China 
Are dying without God.”

The Stonington Union Association held its one hundred 
and seventeenth anniversary with the Baptist church in Uoank, 
June 19 and 20, 1889. The annual sermon was preached by 
Pastor Joseph McKean, from Acts 28:15, Whom when Paul 
saw”, he thanked G-od, and took courage.’’ 

The association elected Pastor G. H. Miner, Moderator ; 
Pastor S. G. Hastings, clerk ; Pastor B. Dewhurst, Assistant 
Clerk. The letters from the churches were read, and the usual 
committees appointed. 

Wednesday Afteenoon. Pastor G. M, Stone of Hartford 
preached from Galations 4:4 and 5, “ But when the fullness of the 
time was come, God sent forth his Son, made of a woman, madft 
under the law.” 

Wednesday Evening. A devotional meeting was held, led 
by Pastor E. S. Hill. Eev. Dr. A. P. Mason spoke in behalf of 
the American Baptist Home Mission Society. Pastor T. A. 
Nordell of Hew London preached from Hebrews 3:1, Consider 
the Apostle and High Priest of our profession, Christ Jesus.” 

Thursday Forenoon. After a devotional meeting, led by 
Pastor G. W. Kinney, the reports of committees were read. 
Appeals were made for the various objects of benevolence, and 
Pastor E. Dewhurst preached from Exodus, 4:2, ‘‘And the- 
Lord said. What is that in thine hand, and he said, a rod.” 

The statistics showed there had been added to the churches,, 
by baptism, 43 ; by letter, 15 ; by experience, 1 ; by restora- 
tion, 6; that there had been losses, by letter, 22; by death, 49;: 
by erasure, 16; by exclusion, 2; a net loss of 24; leaving a. 
membership of 3,258. 

Meeting next year at Jewett City ; preacher. Pastor G. 
Ballentine ; Alternate, Pastor W. S. Swan. 
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The Ash PORI) Association convened Wednesday, Sep. 4, 
with the church in Danielsonville. Pastor B. J. Savage was 
chosen Moderator; Brother N. W. Kennedy, Clerk; Pastor J. 
D. Graham, Assistant Clerk. The usual committees were 
appointed. A newly organized churcli, the Calvary church, 
Putnam, was received into the fellowship of the Association, 
and a part of the church letters was read. 

Wednesday Afternoon. The reading of the church letters 
was finished. A strong resolution on Temperance was intro- 
duced, warmly seconded, and passed unanimously. The annual 
sermon was preached by Pastor B. J. Savage, under appoint- 
ment as a missionary to Assam, from the text I Corinthians, 
12:12, ‘'For as the body is one, and hath many members, and 
all the members of the body, being many, are one body; so also 
is Christ.” Addresses were made by Kev. D. H. Corey, for the 
Home Mission Society; and by Eev. P. S. Evans, for State 
Missions. 

Wednesday Evening. The evening was occupied by an 
interesting prayer and conference meeting, after which Eev. Dr. 
McKensie of Boston, District Secretary of the Foreign Mission- 
ary Union, preached on “The Dominion of Christ.” 

Thursday Morning. A prayer meeting, led by Pastor J. 
D. Graham, reports of committees, a sermon by Pastor M. G. 
Coker, from John 15:16, “I have chosen you, and ordained 
you, that ye should go and bring forth fruit, and that your 
fruit should remain.”

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CHARTER. 


An Act to Inoorpoeate the Conneotiout Baptist Edhoation Society^ 

Pmsed May, 1820. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in 
General Assembly convened, That Asaliel Morse, Caleb Moore, Joseph B. 
Gilbert, John Bolles, Hezekiah Huntington, Elisha Cushman, Noadiab 
WoodrufE, David King, Jesse Savage, Pierpont Brocket!, David Bolles,. 
Isaac Dwinnell, Eli Ball, George Mitchell, David Turner, Jeremiah Brown, 
Asahel Otis, Jonathan Goodwin, Jr., Orra Martin, Asa Talmadge, Chauncey 
Wheeler, Thomas Wheeler, Elijah Pilley, and their associates, be, and they 
are hereby formed into, constituted and made a body politic and corporate, 
by the name of “T/ie Gonnectiaut Baptist Education Society, and by that 
name, they and their successors, shall, and may have perpetual succession,, 
shall be capable of suing and being sued, pleading and being impleaded, in 
all suits of what nature soever, may have a common seal, and the same alter 
or change at pleasure. And may also have, purchase, receive, hold, and 
convey away esiate, real, personal or mixed, the annual income of which shall 
not exceed three thousand dollars. 

8eo. 2. The said Baptist Education Society may from time to time elect 
a president and such other officers and agents as they may find necessary or 
convenient; may elect and receive additional members; make by-laws 
respecting number, qualifications and duties of their officers and members; 
prescribe the mode of election and admission of members ; the time, place 
and manner of holding their meetings; the number necessary to form a 
quorum ; and all other by-laws and regulations, which said society may deem 
necessary for the government and due regulation of its concerns, to promote 
and secure the essential objects of said society, as expressed in their consti- 
tution — not repugnant to the laws of this State, or of the United States. 

Seo. 3. The first meeting of said society shall be held at Hartford, on the 
first Wednesday of May, A. D. 1821. 

Seo. 4. This act of incorporation, and every part thereof, may be altered, 
amended, or repealed at the pleasure of the General Assembly. 
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CONSTITUTION. 


Article 1. This Society shall be known by the name of The Connecti- 
cut Baptist Education Society. 

Art. 2. The object of this Society shall be to assist indigent young men, 
who are called of God to preach the Gospel, in acquiring such mental dis- 
cipline and culture as shall render them more useful in the kingdom of Christ. 

Art. 3. The Society shall consist of such persons as pay into the treasury 
one dollar or more annually; also of delegates from churches and auxiliary 
societies, which shall be entitled to representation at the annual meeting as 
follows, viz. : Every church and auxilliary society contributing to the funds 
of the Society five dollars annually, shall be entitled to one delegate, and 
those contributing ten or more dollars, two delegates ; the payment of fifteen 
dollars in advance shall constitute a membership for life. 

Art. 4. The officers of this Society shall consist of a President, two Vice- 
Presidents, a Secretary, a Treasurer, an Auditor, and five Trustees, to be 
•chosen annually in any manner the Society may determine. 

Art. 6. The Society shall also elect by ballot, at its annual meeting. 
Trustees of the Connecticut Literary Institution, as provided by its amended 
charter, and actively foster and advance our educational interests in this 
State. 

Art. 6. The officers of this Society shall constitute an Executive Com- 
mittee to manage the concerns of the Society during its recess, to control its 
funds and property ; to examine and admit candidates to the benefits of the 
Society ; and at every annual meeting of the Society they shall make a faith- 
ful report of their doings the preceding year. 

Art. 7. The Secretary shall keep a record of the beneficiaries, and record 
’■the acts of the Society and of the Executive Committee, draw all orders on 
the Treasurer authorized by said committee, conduct the correspondence, 
give notice of meetings, and prepare the annual report of the Executive Com- 
mittee to the Society. The Tieasurer shall have charge of the current funds 
of the Society, and pay them out only to tlie order of the Secretary; he shall 
also safely hold all bonds, notes, deeds, and other evidence of property be- 
longing to the Society, giving ample security for these trusts. His accounts 
shall always be open to the inspection of the Executive Committee and 
Auditor, and he shall make a detailed report of the same quarterly to said 
Committee, and annually to the Society. The Auditor shall examine annu- 
ally, or oftener, the accounts and securities of the Treasurer, and certify the 
same. 
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Akt. 8. The Executive Committee shall annually, at its first quarterly 
meeting, appoint a Finance Committee of three of its own members who 
shall negotiate and invest all legacies, bequests, and other permanent funds of 
the Society, unless otherwise provided by their donors, according to the laws 
of Connecticut concerning trust funds. 

Art. 9. The annual meeting of the Society tor the election of ofiicers and 
transaction of other necessary business shall be holden during the week and 
at the same place of each meeting of the Convention. Special meetings of the 
Society may be called by the President, at the request of five members of the 
Executive Committee. The business of the Society may be transacted at all 
regular meetings by a majority of the members present. 

Art, 10. Every person admitted to the benefits of this Society must be a 
member of some regular Baptist Church. He must produce a letter from 
said church, certifying his good standing, and their commendation of him as 
one called of God to the ministry. He must satisfy the Executive Committee 
that he possesses gifts promising usefulness in the work ; and he shall fur- 
thermore be recommended to the patronage of the Society by at least three 
regularly ordained ministers of the Baptist denomination. 

Art. 11. No person shall be aided by this Society unless he shall certify 
his intention to take a full course of study, preparatory, collegiate, and theo- 
logical, unless in the opinion of the Executive Committee his age and circum- 
stances do not admit of such a course ; and the institntions in which 
beneficiaries pursue their studies shall be subject to the approval of the 
Executive Committee ; and voluntarily failing to enter the ministry or for 
sufficient cause being dropped from the list of beneficiaries, he shall refund 
the money with interest he has received from this Society. 

Art. 12. The personal services of those who are appointed to manage the 
concern of the Society shall be in all respects gratuitous. 

Art. 13. No alteration shall be made in the foregoing Constitution, except 
at an annual meeting of the Society, by a two-thirds vote of the. members 
present, written notice of the proposed change having been given and recorded 
one year previous to its adoption. “

The Secretary, the Eev. I. F. Stidham, D.D., of New Britain, 
then read the following report, which was accepted and ordered 
printed in the minutes: 

Your Executive Committee respectfully report that quarterly meetings 
have been held in Hartford during the past year. There are now eleven 
students upon the Society’s list and two applications in the Secretary’s hands. 
Two young men have severed their relations with us during the year. Bene- 
ficiaries are distributed as follows : two are in the first year at Newton Semi- 
nary ; one in the fourth year in Madison ; one in tlie fourth year at Brown ; 
one in the third, and one in the second year at Yale ; one in the first year in 
Brown ; and four in preparatory schools. One applicant is in his fourth year 
in Brown, and another in advanced classes in the German department at 
Kochester. 

The Committee rejoice that they are able to report that these young men 
give promise of successful careers. And further applications and enquiries 
seem to indicate increasing interest by young men in the work of the ministry. 

Our financial condition has made it necessary for us to consider the ques- 
tion of limiting our acceptances of students to the amount of money which 
we might have on hand at the time of the application, or to accept all worthy 
applicants, in faith in God and the churches. We are fully aware that it 
would be far more pleasant to bring to you a balance sheet clean of all in- 
debtedness, yet, your Committee have not dared to say to godlj'- men we be- 
lieve that you are capable men called of God to his ministry, we are not able 
to help you. We have accepted these young men, and though there is a 
considerable deficit, the accumulation of the past two years, we are not yet 
persuaded that our churches mean to withhold its help from those who seek 
it. If we are not to rise to the height of duty which God has laid upon us, 
then let us cease praying the Lord of the harvest to raise up laborers for his 
harvest, for the Lord is saying to us “ here they are, take them and fit them 
for my work. ” Let us not be astonished that they come to us in the rough, 
for God is in all things, furnishing us the raw material, to be shaped into 
fitness. 

And now brethren, before us are the facts respecting our work and the 
responsibilities which these facts carry with them. Important and necessary as 
it seems to be, to enlarge, rather than to retrench our work, our accumulated 
indebtedness and the ditiiculty in securing the necessary funds, rises up and 
imperatively demands that the deficiency should be promptly met and in- 
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•creased facilities for the carrying on of this work be placed in our hands. In 
our judgment, any retrenchment made, by cutting from our list worthy 
students, to send them back to their shops and plows, would prove us 
recreant to our trust. Through the Inst ten years, all denominations in 
America have been deploring the increasing number of men in our schools 
and colleges, W’ho contemplate the work of the ministry. Our wisest and 
most godly men have been anxiously scanning the signs of the times and 
assigning various reasons for the sad fact which all deplore. This Society is 
the denomination standing with out-stretched hand to encourage its best 
young men to go and preach the precious gospel of Christ, and we dare not 
withdraw our hand. There is no ground for discouragement, but your Com- 
mittee feel the continued annoyance and feebleness of poverty, for while the 
quarterly appropriations have been promptly paid, it has been done partially 
with borrowed money. And this has been necessitated, not by the poverty 
of our churches, but by their indifference, by the apathy which is wide-spread 
among the mass ol our people, which does not confine itself to the matter of 
the education of men for the ministry, but has spread to other departments 
of Christian labor. And yet it is essential to us as a denomination that there 
should be union and sympathy in our labors. We have no organic bond of 
union and the tendency is to separation. We can conceive of nothing more 
disastrous than the segregation of our churches from each other, each church 
doing the local wmrk of its vicinity, confining itself to that, and ignorant of 
and indifferent to the work of all the rest. We conceive it to be essential 
that there should be some common work which shall be a common bond of 
union. Connecticut is a small State, with comparatively few miles of terri- 
tory, and yet there are churches and pastors in this State, who might be a 
thousand miles away, for all the interest they have in us or we in them. 

Brethren this ought not so to be. It is bad for them, it is bad for the de- 
nomination. To stop the tendency, to unite the forces for the common bene- 
fit, there is presented a common bond of union in the common work of the 
State Convention and the Education Society. We have united for the ends 
proposed by these two societies. It would not be complimentary to your 
intelligence, to your loyalty to Christ, to assume anything other than that you 
appreciate the necessity for these two societies, and are in sympathy in a 
practical, money-paying way, wdth their work. The duty of the hour, is not 
fo lessen your interest in the State Convention, but to increase it, and by 
your enlarged interest in domestic missions, to look carefully to the supply of 
men to conduct these missions and to stand in the pulpits of the State and of 
the land. The future seems full of promise to us, as we are made aware of 
the increasing number among our young men, who desire to give themselves 
to God’s blessed work. Let us cordially help them on their way. 

The Society will require for the coming year money to meet the following 
demands : 

Seven men in College and Seminary at $125.00 each, — $875.00. 

Eour in preparatory schools at $100.00 each. — $400.00. 
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Two applications at $125.00 each. — $250.00. Expenses for Secretary and' * 
Treasurer, $20.00. Making a total of $1,545 required. 

It is not possible that the brethren of this State will fail in this, and send 
our students without our borders, changing their church membership tO' 
enable them to apply to the Societies of other States for the little aid which 
will enable them most speedily to complete their preparation and begin the 
preaching of the gospel. God grant that we may be guided to such action 
at this meeting as shall cordially invite and encourage the young men of our 
churches to give themselves to the work of the gospel ministry. 

The Society is invited by the American Baptist Education Society to send 
one delegate to its next annual meeting. 

The Committee further report, that in the matter referred to it, of uniting 
with the sisters of the churches in the support of young ladies who wish to 
study courses which will fit them for the work of the Master in mission fields, 
we have hoped for the perfecting of a plan by which we might assume this 
most important work, and the matter is now in the hands of a committee for 
report at this meeting.

Resolved : — That as Pastors in this State, we pledge our-selves to the work 
of the Education Society, and will see to it that yearly contributions are ob- 
tained from our churches sufficient to meet the demands of the Society. 

Pledges and collections were then received from churches and 
individuals amounting to nearly $1,100.00. 

The following amendment to the Constitution was offered by 
Rev. E. P. Bond, of Wethersfield; and by the rules of the 
Society, the amendment was laid on the table for one year. 

The committee to whom was referred the request of the ladies, 
made at our last annual meeting, that the Education Society

co-operate with them in the work of educating young women 
for missionary work, report that they have considered the sub- 
ject, conferred with the ladies, and recommend that the Society 
accede to the request.
